GGS VIA PANAMA 

No surprise has been occasioned in 
the East by the large shipments of lum- 
ber, oll and canned goods from the Pa- 
cific Coast to the Atlantic seaboard by 
way of Panama, but the Boston Tran- 
script deems it remarkable that “the 
canal is now counted among the assets 
of the egg man.” Reference is here had 
to the fact that after several years of ef- 
fort the Central California Poultry Pro- 
ducers’ Association, an organization 
marketing about half the eggs produced 
in its territory, has obtained refrigerat- 
Ing space in three large intercoastal 
steamers, and is now making biweekly 
shipments to New York at a freight-rate 
saving of 2 cents a dozen, also escaping 
a charge of $90 a car for refrigeration. 

There is nothing to be surprised about 
in this fact, for the enterprise of our 
producers in every field always is bound 
to find expression in some such way. 
Last year New York recelved more than 
7,000,000 cases of California eggs, most 
of them going overland; but now that 
they can be shipped in large quantities 
by way of the canal and more cheaply, 
it is difficult to estimate what the ship- 
ments to the East will be by the end of 
the present year. 

Nor is this all we are doing by way of 
long-distance egg-shipping. Last spring
